Town Council’s 9-2 vote Monday night to pur- 
chase the 292-acre Tuckahoe Turf Farm in 
Feeding Hills for $1.1 million came in relative 
calm and tranquility compared to the raucous 
public hearing of the previous week. 

It was at that hearing that the two-thirds majori- 
ty of the council (eight votes) to purchase the pro- 
perty, which had been mired in controversy, seem- 
ed to be in serious jeopardy. 

And as it turned out following the June 1st 
public hearing, the council, mired in heated and 
emotional debate, first defeated then tabled the 
purchase until nis past Monday night’s meeting. 

The Votes Were There Coming In 

On Monday night during Citizen's Speak Time, 
12 members of the public urged the council to 
vote in favor. And it was also said going into this 
pegaue that the necessary eight votes were now 

there. 

The majority of residents who spoke Monday 
and at the June 1st hearing cited maintaining 
open space and the quality of Agawam’s dwindl- 
ing rural life as major reasons for their support of 
the purchase. 

Town Councilors Walter Balboni and Louis 
Russo changed their no votes from last Tuesday. 
Other councilors supporting the purchase were 
President James Taylor, Jessie Fuller, Nancy 
Gravel, Richard Brindle, Vice-President George 
Bitzas, and Edward A. Caba. 

Councilors Gary Suffriti and Joanne H. Willis 
dissented.

DePalma, the spokesman for the Tuckahoe 
Development Corporation, had sought to pur- 
chase the property from the Canton-based 
Tuckahoe Turf Farms for $1.1 million. His lawyer, 
Charles S. Cohen of Springfield, told councilors at 
the June 1st public hearing that because the 
buyers would maintain the agricultural use of the 
until November 1994, the town’s first right of 
refusal was negated. 

Mayor Christopher C. Johnson vehemently 
denied Cohen’s assertion and said that the town 
had the right to buy the property under Chapter 61 
A, the state law which governs the purchase of 
farmland. 

Voted For Eminent Domain 

Also, the council, as part of Johnson’s package, 
voted 8-3 to exercise the eminenent domain pro- 
cess of taking the land as an added security 
blanket to protect the town’s best interests. 

DePalma lashed out at this, saying the town 
was trying to be above the law.

When the town first learned of the sale from 
Tuckahoe Farm in February, it was stated by the 
owners that the agricultural use of the land would 
be changing. DePalma said he would build some 
houses there but noted over and over again that it 
was the town administration which was using the 
900-300 homes figure” as a scare tactic to drum 
up support for the town to purchase the land. 

At last Tuesday’s public hearing, DePalma’s 
lawyer said that the land would be maintained for 
farmland until November 1994 and that a study 
had been in the works for a golf course at 
Tuckahoe.

He also has questioned the cost of the purchase, 
saying it would balloon during difficult economic 
times and under serious budget constraints for 
the community. ;

Registered Democrats in Agawam will be 
holding a caucus on Saturday, June 19th, 1993 at 
10:00 a.m. to elect delegates to the 1993 
Massachusetts Democratic Convention.

The caucus is open to all registered Democrats, 
persons ineligible to register, and media 
representatives.

There will be no absentee or pro- 
xy voting. 

Candidates for delegate and alternate must 
also be present, voting and give his or her written 
consent to be nominated and that nomination 
must be seconded by two persons present at the 
local caucus. 

Those 
candidates receiving the greatest number of votes 
on the first ballot will be elected. 

Each candidate will be allowed to make a two- 
minute speech and to distribute on his/her behalf 
one sheet of paper listing qualifications and 
ideas, Slate-making is allowed, but no special 
preference shall be given to slates. There is no 
quorum requirement for the caucus. 

There will be no admission or expense charge 
at the caucus, although donations may be 
solicited. Discrimination on the basis of race, sex, 
age, color, creed, national origin, religion, ethnic 
identity, philosophical persuasion, or economic 
status in the conduct of the caucus is strictly pro- 
hibited.

Important Numbers To Remember

Many times during an emergency, people panic 
or become confused and when calls are made to 
emergency numbers, enough information is not 
given to help responding personnel arrive quickly.

e Keep this number posted on or near eyery 
phone in your house and also ask neighbors to do 
the same. For example, in case of fire in your 
home, you and your family need ‘to get out and 
then call the fire department from your 
neighbor’s.

e»When giving information to the dispatcher, 
use your complete address, including apartment 
number, name of subdivision or complex, closest 
cross street, and any identifying landmarks. Also, 
be able to give as much information about the 
emergency as possible, and do not hang up until 
the dispatcher tells you to. 


e Then have someone go outside to direct the 
responding emergency vehicles to the proper 
location.

Originally, Polverari thought about tearing 
down the old dairy barn that once housed 200 cat- 
tle.

such as information explaining how ferrules and 
butt caps are made individually for each cue stick 
and are available in any length. It also explains 
that Chandivert tips are made from the finest of 
French leather, and shafts can be made for 
various makes and models of cues. 


Company Founded in 1963 

A brief summary, of the history of the local com- 
pany is on the inside cover of the packet. It states 
that Billiard Enterpises, Inc. was founded by the 
Tetreault family in April 1963, a few doors from its 
present location. The business grew from 10 

runswick Gold Crown tables crowded into a few 
thousand square feet, to a modern 16,000 square 
foot facility which houses a 15-table family 
billiard center, a candlepin bowling center, a 
billiard pro shop, dart department, and the cue 
stick repair and refinishing shop. 

Tetreault started making repairs on house cues, 
shaping tips over a barrel in the back hallway of 
the original site. He is a master craftsman, skilled 
and self-taught by experience. As his reputation 
for quality work grew over the years, he secured 
equipment for his shop as needed, and his ser- 
vices extended beyond Agawam. 

The repair shop is one man’s dream, featuring 
the lathes and machinery needed for intricate 
work. The most expensive equipment, according 
to him, is the spraying booth which costs $2,300. 
Store cues used in pool parlors come in one 
piece, but if a player wants to have a cue divided 
in half to fit into a carrying case, Bob cuts it and 
inserts a pin (screw like) in one end and makes the 
matching grooves in the other (so.that when they 
are screwed together it is one piece). He also 
makes a shorter cue for,jump shots. 

Some of the work is intricate and beautiful, 
creative and artistic. Various patterns come on 
tubing, which can be cut in narrow circles and ar- 
tistically arranged into intricate patterns. The 
more ornate a cue stick is, he said, the more it is 
worth. He has repaired sticks valued up to $2,000. 

His enthusiasm for his work is exciting and 
contagious and his son, Matthew, who is in 
charge of customer service, is learning repair and 
refinishing, little by little. 

It was only three years ago that Tetreault felt he 
was expert enough to go national, and he attend- 
ed the 1991 Billiards Congress of America, Inter- 
national Trade Exposition in Nashville. 

Last year, his exhibit won a ribbon for ex- 
cellence for an exhibit presented at the show. Bob 
will present his Dealership program this year at 
Kansas City, Missouri, and in 1994, he expects to 
attend the Congress in Las Vegas, Nevada.

Budgeting: An Opportunity 
To Take Personal Inventory 


The federal budget may be a matter of law, but 
the family budget is just a very good financial 
planning tool. It’s the first step in making your 
money work for you. Only when you understand 
your personal financial position, can you move on 
to establishing your financial goals for the future 
and choosing the methods to help reach them. 

Budgeting is simple—or, rather, it should be. If 
recording your monthly spending eats up a lot of 
time, you probably won't do it. And if the budget 
imposes unreasonable restrictions on you or 
other family members, these restrictions will be 
ignored. 

So think of the family budget as a financial 
planning and management tool. The budgeting 
process consists of three steps: figuring out how 
you have been spending your money, deciding 
how you want to spend it, and then monitoring 
your own spending. 

As you devise a budget, there are two kinds of 
expenses to consider: fixed and variable. Your 
monthly mortgage (or rent) payment is a fixed ex- 
pense. The same is true of life and health in- 
surance premiums and car payments. 

Most other expenses are variable. Going to the 
movies twice a week or doing most of your shopp- 
ing at the expensive gourmet market that delivers 
are examples of variable expenses that could be 
eliminated. 

The best way to start a budget is to list your 
spending in a typical month. Your checkbook and 
credit card receipts, utility bills, supermarket, and 
other store register tapes will help. It also may 
help to track your spending in categories (for ex- 
ample, food, entertainment, transportation, etc.). 

And, do not forget those infrequent expenses— 
items such as club dues that you may pay only an- 
nually or semi-annually, or things you pay for out 
of the change you carry in your pocket. 

Got it all down? Think again: Is there anything 
you have left out? If not, you are ready to do the 
next step—the analysis. 

There is a good chance, once you have sorted 
your spending into categories and added up the 
numbers, that some of the totals are going to sur- 
prise you. In this analysis step, you should answer 
two questions. First, how have | been allocating 
my resources? Then, how do | want to allocate 
them in the future? And, even after this stage, 
there will be a period of several months for fine- 
tuning. 

Once you have done sorting and adding to 
figure out where the money has been going, you 
now have some decisions to make. How, if at all, 
do you want to change this spending pattern? You 
may have some trade-offs to make when deciding 
what you want your future spending to look like. A 
financial adviser can work with you to determine 
how to achieve your goals and objectives.

ideas. ‘ 

You'll find this information to be very powerful 
... and | strongly urge you to cut out this week's ar- 
ticle and use it as needed. 

1. Create constancy of purpose for improve- 
ment of product and service. Innovation, research, 
constant improvement, and maintenance are 
essential for a company to stay in business and 
continue to provide jobs. : 

2. Make poor workmanship and poor service 
unacceptable. 

3. Build quality into the process for work. Don’t 
depend on inspection and correction afterward. 

4. Don’t pick a supplier on the basis of low price 
alone. Look carefully to find the best quality and 
build a long-term relationship with vendors who 
can supply it consistently. 

5. Improve production and service constantly. 
Improvement isn’t a one-time “project.” 

6. Train ... train ... train. Too often, workers are 
left to learn their jobs from other workers who 
were never trained properly. 

7. Lead. Don’t manage by telling people exactly 
what to do and punishing them if they don’t do it 
that way. Lead by helping people do the job better 
.. and find out, by objective methods, who needs 
additional help. : 

8. Drive fear out of the workplace. Many 
employees are afraid to ask questions even when 
they don’t understand the right from the wrong 
way to do a job. When people feel secure about 
peut quality and productivity improve. 

9. Break down barriers between parts of the 
company. Units of a company often have conflic- 
ting goals or waste resources by competing with 
one another. 

10. Eliminate slogans and targets. Exhorting 
never helped anybody to do a job better. Let 
employees create and display their own positive 
signs. 

a Eliminate numerical quotas. Numerical 
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targets only take into account quantity, not quali- 
ty or method of work. To hold a job, most emplo- 
yees will meet a quota at any cost. The cost to the 
company may be inefficiency and expense. 

12. Remove.barriers to price of workmanship. 
Most people are eager to do a good job. 

13. Educate and retrain managers and 
employers in new methods ... including teamwork 
and statistical techniques. 

14. Prepare a plan of action to carry out the 
change. A critical mass of people, including 


* managers and workers, must know enough about 


the advantage to themselves and to the company 
of continuous improvement and quality work for it 
to be sustained. 

As | stated above, although this information 
from Deming applies to the workplace, take some 
time and see how you can use this info in helping 
you build better and stronger relationships with 
those people that are important in your life. Best 
wishes for success!

—Guilty As Sin 

During the first half of Guilty As Sin, | wondered 
what | was doing wasting my time sitting through 
a movie like this, especially since | am not 
numbered among Don Johnson’s fans. But the 
film grows on you as its characters settle into 
their parts (too bad they couldn’t have done that 
right from the beginning). 

But, anything by Sidney Lumet can’t be all bad, 
including Guilty As Sin, so here goes. 

Rebecca DeMornay (Jennifer Haines in the film) 
is the slick, shrewd, beautiful, and_ brilliant 
defense attorney skyrocketing to the top of a high- 
powered law firm. Johnson is David Greenhill, a 
slick, shrewd, devilishly handsome, and brilliant 
gigolo charged with tossing his millionairess wife 
out of a penthouse window. 

Predominantly a courtroom drama, we have 
Greenhill checking out his defense attorney even 
before he’s committed the crime (talk about pre- 
planning). And, DeMornay finds herself both 
drawn to and repulsed by her charismatic client, 
watching him shift gears from sweet-talk to 
ominous threats, from subtle and not-so-subtle in- 
uendoes to maniacal ramblings as he wields a 
butcher knife while making a sandwich. 

The story unfolds in a maze of legal maneuver- 
ings that leave viewers in need of a scorecard (or 
perhaps ‘connect the dots’). 

Aided and abetted by a lifelong elderly friend 
and detective named Moe (Jack Warden), and with 
Jennifer's own on-again/off-again romance with a 
businessman who becomes another victim in this 
maze, the story shifts from its initial ramblings to 
a rhythmic pace that grows in intensity; Jennifer 
now knows the truth about her client and is 
unable to disclose that truth without jeopardizing 
her career. , 

Johnson turns out to be a good villain, strik- 
ing terror as he intertwines his life with Jennifer's, 
and damages or destroys the people around her 
before becoming disillusioned enough to want 
her out of the way, too. By that time, your finger- 
nails are clawing into the seat. 

While it’s easy to punch a number of holes 
anywhere in the film, Lumet turns it into such 
delightfully wicked entertainment that even

though you might not tell your friends you saw it, 
youll probably catch it again via video rental or 
cable.

The Apple Of My Eye 


This week’s topic, the all-American apple pie, is 
the result of a request from a very nice woman 
who called for clarification on a recipe and who 
incidentally told me she enjoys reading the col- 
umn. | am by no means immune to flattery, and 
this week’s subject is written with thanks and the 
hope that her son finds something he likes here. 

Poised as we are between Memorial Day and 
the Fourth of July, it seems appropriate to 
discuss a dessert that seems so American in 
nature. However, even though we have the phrase 
“as American as apple pie,” we certainly are not 
the only makers of sensational aisle pies. 

FRENCH APPLE PI 
(Serves 8) 
Ys cup sugar 
2 tablespoons flour 
1 cup milk 
3 egg yolks 
1 tablespoon butter or margarine 
Ya teaspoon vanilla extract 
2 pounds tart cooking apples 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
2 tablespoons sugar 
Dash of nutmeg 
¥% cup apricet preserves 
1 egg yolk 

Prepare crust and roll out two-thirds of the 
pastry to form a 12-inch circle. Use to line a nine- 
inch pie tice refrigerate with rest of the pastry. 

Make filling: In a small saucepan, combine 14 
cup sugar and the flour; mix well. Stir in milk. Br- 
ing to boiling, stirring. Reduce heat and simmer, 
Stirring until slightly thickened, about one minute. 

In a small bowl, beat 3 egg yolks slightly. Beat 
in a little of the hot mixture. Pour back into 
saucepan, beating to mix well. Stir in 1 tables- 
poon butter and the vanilla. Turn into bowl to cool. 

Core, pare, and slice apples; sprinkle with 
lemon juice. 

In a medium skillet, heat butter, sugar, and 
nutmeg. Add apple slices. Saute, stirring occa- 
sionally, until partially cooked, about 5 minutes. 
Remove from heat. Heat apricot preserves just un- 
til melted. 

Preheat oven to 425F. Turn filling into pie shell, 
spreading evenly. Arrange apple slices on top, 
mounding slightly in center. Spread with apricot 
preserves. 

Roll out rest of pastry to form a 10-inch circle. 
With knife or pastry wheel, cut into 12 strips 
Ye-inch wide. Sligfitly moisten rim of pie shell with 
cold water. Arrange six strips across filling; press

The British have their own version of apple pie, 
Apple Florentine, which calls for the addition of 
ale to the pie. The origin of this recipe is sup- 
posedly Italian, and the word “apple” actually isa 
toponym (a word whose origin comes from the 
name of a place) that is derived from the ancient 
town of Arbella (once in Italy), where apples grow 
in abundance. 4 

Even so, the British have adopted this recipe as 
a special treat at Christmas. 


APPLE FLORENTINE 
(Serves 8) 

6 large apples 
Ye cup sugar 
2 teaspoons grated lemon rind 
1 egg yolk for glazing 
2 cups of ale 
Ye teaspoon ground nutmeg 
1 stick of cinnamon 
2 cloves 3 

Peel and core the apples. Put close together in 
a deep 10-inch pie dish and sprinkle with six 
tablespoons sugar mixed with the lemon rind. 
Pour in 3 tablespoons water. Roll out pastry 
quarter-inch thick and cover apples. 

Make a one-inch wide hole in the center of the 
pastry and put a small collar of pastry around it, 
wetting it slightly with cold water to join. Brush 
pie with egg yolk beaten with 2 teaspoons of cold 
water. Bake in a preheated 400F oven for 30-35 
minutes. 

Meanwhile, bring the ale, remaining sugar and 
spices slowly to the boiling point, but do not boil. 
Let spices steep in hot ale. When apple pie is 
done, pour hot ale into the center through a funnel 
and serve immediately.

“Tt really got bigger with kids making some fan- 
cy bodies and groups of kids working together to 
make a design better,” Burns said. 


Students began the body by modeling papier- , 


mache over a balloon to create the form and then 
went to plasic bodies. The tires were made from 
plexiglass on a lathe. 

Burns added, ‘“‘The kids made a wind tunnel us- 
ing a heating apparatus to create smoke from 
mineral oil. The smoke fed into straws which were 
pulled across the body by a fan to show the 
aerodynamics.” 

Winners of the contest will go to Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute on Saturday, June 26th, to 
compete at the next level. Burns summed up the 
success of the contest by saying, ‘You can’t learn 
if you’re not having fun.”

Self-Esteem Message 
To Middle Schoolers

Ventriloquist Judy Buch’s message to fifth 
grade students at the Agawam Middle School was 
simple: ‘Don’t let people treat you like puppets.”’ 

The Middle School PTO sponsored Ms. Buch’s 
performance of ‘The Importance of Feeling |m- 
portant” and a show on Birds of Prey for grade six 
this month. The PTO also sponsored and organiz- 
ed a sixth grade dance. 

During the fifth grade assembly, Ms. Buch said 
her program was “based on self-esteem: feeling 
good about who you are and others.” : 

She began using her microphone as “just an 
object or thing” to begin showing students how 
everything has worth. Using her ability to throw 
her voice made the microphone another living be- 
ing who did not appreciate being “hit’’ (tapped) 
during testing. 

The microphone stood up tall and refused to be 
treated as a mere object by playing tricks on Ms. 
Buch. When she spoke into the microphone, no 
sound was heard. A few seconds later, her words 
echoed throughout the auditorium. 

As she displayed her remarkable talent so 
cleverly, she cast her magic upon the entire au- 
dience. Listening skills were honed in preparation 
for the messages to come because no one was 
quite sure when they would be transmitted! 

Ms. Buch made her peace with the microphone 
and went on to talk with students about self- 
importance and the importance of keeping your 
word. She then told them how she had an im- 
aginary friend named Cosmo when she was a lit- 
tle girl. 

She said, ‘Cosmo is an alien from outer 
space,” and she described exactly what she had 
imagined he would look like. Suddenly, the pup- 
pet Cosmo was by her side telling the children, 
“It’s not easy being an imaginary friend—every- 
one thinks you don’t exist.” 

Cosmo was a perfect opening to introduce 
Zikferd the dinosaur who couldn't say ‘‘no”’ to his 
friend, even when his friend bullies him around. 
He’s afraid his friends won’t like him anymore, so 
he let’s them push him around. Then he went to 
the other extreme and became obnoxious. 

During the dialogue, Zikferd learns to stand up 
for himself and resolves the conflict. 

Granny Hawkins’ Echo Box 

The 45-minute presentation also introduced 
Granny Hawkins’ echo box, which repeated 
everything said to it and taught her to “laugh at 
myself.” Cosmo and Granny also talk about pro- 
blem solving, and Cosmo feels good about 
himself for making a decision. ; 

Another puppet character, Charlie, was afraid 
to stand up in front of the audience and play the 
saxophone because he didn’t want to make any 
mistakes. He is finally able to play, makes a 
mistake, but through the encouragement of the 
audience, he finished and everyone applauded 
him. 

The script taught students to take creative and 
calculated risks and gain confidence through the 
undertaking. 

For the grand finale, four students were chosen 
from the student audience to help show the dif- 
ferences between self-esteem and self-centered- 
ness. 

‘Ms. Buch’s art truly enraptured the students, 
and they had fun while seeing that it’s “OK to be 
your own individual self.”

Annual Shad Derby Winners 


Officials of the Holyoke Water Power Co. have 
announced the winners of the 29th annual shad 
derby that was held over the last two weekends. 

The senior division was won by Stanley Stec of 
Chicopee, who caught a five-pound, 12-ounce 
shad. Stec won a four-horsepower fisherman’s 
motor. 

The second-place winner in that division was 
Rick Latour of Holyoke, who landed a five-pound, 
six-ounce shad, and the third-place prize went to 
Gary Gregoire of Chicopee, who caught a five- 
pound, five-ounce fish. 

In the junior division for those under 15 years of 
age, Andy Shanahan of Holyoke won first place 
with a four-pound, 14-ounce catch. Second place 
was Christopher Young, and third went to Jeremy 
Robare. 

As of May. 27th, the number of shad passing the 
Holyoke fish lift (272,478) was about half the 
number passed by this date in 1992 (548,573). 
Seventy-two salmon have been seen at Holyoke 
so far; all but seven were taken to the salmon hat- 
chery. 

Of the remaining seven, three are known to 
have passed through the fish passage at Turners 
Falls, and two have passed through Vernon.

A bill now in committee in Boston concerning a 
green way along every river and stream in 
Massachusetts from 25 feet to 150 feet, is not 
what it seems on the surface. At first | thought it 
was a good idea, but | have since found out itis a 
devious attempt to return.the waterways to a 
pristine status. | 

Members of the Audubon Society in Northamp- 
ton have bragged to members of a waterski club 
at the Oxbow on the Connecticut River that they 
would be out of business when their (Audubon) 
green way bill is passed. They claim that the 
waterskiers erode the banks of the river by the 
waves the boats cause; thus, the use of the motor- 
boats would be restricted to a five mile-per-hour 
speed. 

If this bill is passed, the present use of the Con- 
necticut River by hundreds of boaters will be no 
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more. Businesses such as the Oxbow Marina, as 
well as other marinas on the river, will be put out 
of operation. 

In my estimation, the amount of erosion 
created by speedboats is minimal. The spring 
high waters deposit enough silt and earth to more 
than make up for the loss of banking during the 
year. | think that every boater, fisherman, camper, 
and recreationist should contact their legislators 
and ask them to vote against this bill right away. 

It is not a good bill because it can be used by 
spiteful people to put recreational clubs and 
businesses out of operation.

TENNESSEE GAS CO. TO PAY $375,000 y 

The Tennessee Gas Pipeline Company has 
agreed to pay a $150,000 administrative penalty 
and contribute $225,000 to the Commonwealth’s 
Wildlands Acquisition account to settle alleged 
violations of the Massachusetts Clean Waters 
Act, which occurred during a pipeline construc- 
tion project in Western Massachusetts. 

Tennessee Gas and the Department of En- 
vironmental Protection signed a consent order 
spelling out the terms o the settlement. The 
$225,000 contribution to the Wildlands Acquisi- 
tion account (administered by the Division of 
Fisheries and Wildlife) will be used for the pur- 
chase of land to provide for the protection and 
management of fish and wildlife habitat with 
public access. 

In addition, the company has og hos to conduct 
a fish stocking program and a fisheries survey. 
The company: will provide 500 pounds of brown 
trout to the DPW for stocking of Laurel Lake in the 
town of Lee. It will also conduct a fisheries survey 
in three streams affected by the construction pro- 
Fi nndeeas Gas was required by DEP’s Division 
of Water Pollution Control to stop tonstruction 
work on five stream crossings in Tyringham, Otis, 
and Sandisfield by September 30th, 1992, in order 
to avoid damage to fisheries. However, work con- 
tinued through mid-October, potentially affecting 
the spawning activities of several fish species.

: Mistake — Dipping 
_ In dipping, the swing starts well, but 
just before impact, your head and 
shoulder dip down. Instead of hitting or 
stroking the ball, you end up swatting it 
erratically, hitting behind the ball or 
shanking it. 
Correction 
The key to correcting dipping is to keep 
that left arm and right shoulder from 
breaking down and pulling the right 
shoulder and head down. Concentrate on 
keeping the shoulders parallel to the 
ground at time of impact.
